Outlook for City Bus 
Service Not Very 
Encouraging 





Hope to Work Out Plan by 
Which Better Service Will 
Be Given Upland, Ontario, 
and San Antonio Heights. 





Pacific Electric officials of 
the traffic department have 
completed their investigation 
of a proposed bus service for 
Upland, and in conversation 
with O. A. Smith, head of the 
traffic department of the P. 
E., an Upland News repre- 
sentative learned today that 
the outlook is not encouraging. 

Officials of the road, how- 
ever, are endeavoring to work 
out a plan which will give to 
Upland, Ontario, San Antonio 
Heights and Euclid Avenue 
residents a much better service 
than is now being given by the 
combination trolley line from 
Upland to Ontario and by the 
bus line from Upland to San 
Antonio Heights. 

The bus line covering Up- 
land’s residential section in 
combination with the Euclid 
Avenue line does not appeal 
to the P. E., men as being 
feasible, but as it is evident 
to them it will be necessary to 
further conserve on electricity 
and eliminate the trolley now 
running between Upland and 
Ontario. If the change is made 
bus service will probably be 
maintained through the busi- 
ness sections of Ontario as 
well as through the business 
section of Upland as well as 
the entire length of Huelid 
Avenue and to the point where 
the San Antonio Heights elec- 


j}trie’ line ‘crosses the extension 


of Euclid Averiue above 24th 
street. Several different plans 
are being considered by the 
traffic department of the Paci- 
fie Electric but no definite 
decision has been reached.

Little Revenue Comes 
To Counties Of 
State 


Machines Travelling County 
Roads Evidently Purchase 
Larger Portion of Gasoline 
Outside of the County. 





Movement to organize the 
countieés.of the state outside 
of the large cities to seek a 
more equitable adjustment of 


the gasoline tax receipts may 
be' started by the Board of 
Supervisors, as the result of 
the failure of the taxation 
plan to return to the counties 
the amount of money general- 
ly expected. 

Under the gasoline tax the 
motorists are paying more than 
twice as much money as they 
did formerly, but the state and 
the larger cities are alone re- 
ceiving the benefit. . The in- 
créase to this county is only 
about $10,000 a year. 

The general understanding 
was, that the counties would 
reecive half of the tax on gaso- 
line sold within those counties, 
but instead the division is be- 
ing made on the basis of the 
number of automobiles regis- 
tered, within a eounty. 

Trucks Pay Little Here 

Supervisor C. E. Grier, who 
has been investigating the 
gasoline tax situation, told the 
board today that this county, 
which is the mecca for many 
machines registered in Los 
Angeles, receives no part of 
the tax on gasoline used by 
those machines which are help- 
ing to wear out the roads here. 
The large portion of the moun- 
tain-traveluée*hby cars register- 
ed in Los Angeles. The vast 
majority of the trueks which 
contribute to breaking up high- 
ways in this county are like- 
wise registered in Los Angeles 
and therefore none of the tax 
on gasoline they use comes to 
this county. But few machines 
are owned along the route of 
the Old Tratls National high- 
way through this county, yet 
hundreds of cars are using 
that route. 


‘‘The only fair arrangement | - 


would be that the county re- 
ceive half of the tax on the 
gasoline actually sold within 
the county,’’ declared Mr. 
Grier. ‘‘Los Angeles county 
receives almost half of the 


|counties’ share of the gasoline 


tax. Undoubtedly other coun- 
ties are finding the same situ- 
ation, that many machines 
which. use the highways are 
registered in the cities and 
radiate from there. 

Want to Know Where Gas Sold 

The state will be asked if 
there is a report showing how 
much gasoline is sold within 
the respective counties. 

The highway advisory com- 
mittee is to recommend that 
the gasoline tax be increased 
to 3 cents, this to be divided 
by the state and the counties, 
and that all of the motor re- 
gistration fees go to the state. 
Under such a plan this county 
would receive little more than 
at present, unless the basis of 
apportioning the gasoline tax 
is altered.

‘That David B.. Morrill of 
Devore, a school teacher, who 
died Saturday after drinking 
from a jug supposed to have 
contained grape juice came to 
his death as a result of ‘‘stry- 
chnine poisoning from an ub- 
known source,’’ was the ver- 
diet returned by a ecoroner’s 
jury investigating the case yes- 
terday. 

Evidence introduced at the 
inquest showed that the grape 
juice and the stomach of the 
dead man _ both* ‘contained 
strychnine. This testimony was 
given by Dr. E. H. Hull, who 
performed the autopsy on the 
body of Morrill, and by Dr. 
Ridgley, of Loma Linda, who 
made an analysis of the grape 
juice. 

Two Thirds of Juice Gone

WILL DEVOTE g 
YEARS OF LIFE 
T0 STUDY MOTH 


A small buff-colored moth about 
three-eighths of an inch long and 
having a bell-shaped outline has 
for the last forty years been more 
or less of a menace to Southern 
California’s citrus industry. In 
an effort to reduce this menace 
to a minimum, if not to eradicate 
it entirely, A. J. Basinger, assist- 
ant entomologist at the citrus ex- 
periment station ir Riverside, has 
agreed to devote three years of 
his life, if necessary, in the study 
of the pest and its natural 
enemies. 





Comparatively little is known 
cf the pest itself, its life history 
or its habits, despite the fact 
that Basinger has already devoted 
3even months to its study. The 
is of the caterpillar variety 
and is known as the Orange Tor- 


pest 


tiix, which is said to have been 
particularly dangerous to. citrus 
groves _in Los Angeles and 


Orange counties, but is practical- 
ly unknown in Riverside and San 
Bernardino County groves. 

The moth of the orange tortrix 
lays its eggs on the leaves ‘of 
the citrus trees, on an average of 
130. The eggs hatch ‘in about 
ten days and the larvae feed on 
the tender foliage at the tips of 
the twigs and on the fruit. 


In from 40 to 60 days the cater- 
pillars have grown to be half an 
inch long and are about the color 
of straw. They bore into the 
citrus fruit, through the skin and 
flesh, according to Basinger, and 
the holes made by ,these pests 
make it necessary for the fruit 
to be thrown away at the packing 
house. In the event that any of 
the punctured fruit escapes the 
eyes of the sorters and is pack- 
ed, it oftengcauses decay in the 
vox during shipment. 

Are Not Satisfactory 


To date artificial methods . of 
control of the pest have not been 
found ‘to be satisfactory, but in 
the course of his investigation 
Basinger has discovered that the 
tortrix does have a number of 
natural enemies, two of which 
are highly important in its con- 
trol. 

The scientific names of these 
two natural enemies are apantales 
aristotelidae and hormius basalis. 
They are of the wasp family. 
These tiny wasps sting the cater- 
pillars and lay an egg within 
them at the same time. .The egg 


develops into a maggot which 
destroys the pest. 
Whether it will be possible to 


propagate these wasps artificially 
has not been determined by ex- 
periments under way here. Other 
artificial methods of control such 
as fumigation or spraying have so 
far been unsuccessful, according 
to Basinger. Fumigation kills not 
more than 12: to 15 per cent on 
the average, and an arsenic spray, 
which would kill the pests, can- 
not be used on citrus fruit. 


The two natural enemies al- 
‘ready referred to have this 
season reduced the spring brood 
of caterpillars from 75 to 90 per 
cent, according to Basinger, and 
it is believed that these will 
eventually be the most effective 
means of destroying the pest. 
Both the tortrix and the natural 
enemies are native to Southern 
California, it was said. 


That the tortrix may in some 
instances become a serious men- 
ace is indicated by the fact that 
certain groves infested with the 
pest have lost from five to twenty 
per cent of the fruit. 

In his study of the citrus pest 
Basinger makes regular trips to 
the infested sections, where in 
some places he has placed tents 
over the trees to prevent the en- 
trance of the natural enemies, 
| »nd prevent the spread of the 
pest. 

In his study Basinger has learn- 
;ed that the moths fly only short

Pasinger is working on a three- 
vear project in co-operation with 
the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change and the University of Cal- 
ifornia at Berkeley.

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American Fairy Tales 


ASHINGTON IRVING’S ideal of seeing an American 
W folklore created has never been realized, chiefly for 

the reason that except in a few places the American 

people haye had little occasion to do more than embody 
in tradition the exploits of famous local characters, and, on 
rare occasions, to associate with landmark a legend 
which more often than not had its origin in the Old World. 
But if the white race has been backward in this respect, and 
has turned to the fairy tales of Europe for stories to tell its 
children, this is not true of the negroes nor of the Indians. 
Too little publicity has been given to Indian folklore. Much 
of it is still bound up in musty volumes of museums and 
journals of ethnology and anthropology. There been, 
of course, a number of attempts to popularize some of the 
Indian tales. A dozen or more year's ago a volume of Zuni 
Indian myths was published in. popular form, and a number 
of other tribal collections have also beenput before the public. 
But there is still general ignorance of the fact that in the 
various myths and legends of the different Indian tribes is 4 
wealth of material possessing poetical and literary value, and 
having the background ef locality which is the principal 
charm of so many Old World legends.

It is only natural that many Indian tales deal with animals. 
How the geese came to migrate and how the chipmunk got 
his stripes, how the birds got their color and similar topics 
form the subjects of numerous stories. An unusually inter- 
esting and well-prepared volume of such tales has recently 
been compiled by Arthur C. Parker, New York State Arch- 
aeologist, himself of Seneca Indian descent. It has been is- 
sued by the Buffalo Historical Society and is devoted to 
Seneca myths and legends. The Senecas formerly occupied 
a_ large part of the territory of Western New York, and are 
now on a small reservation, where their old customs are 
gradually being forgotten. The volume deals with creation 
myths—how the world came into being; with stories of magic 
of all sorts, and of giants, pygmies and other monsters; and 
with the doings of talking animals. 


One of the charms of myths about animals is that they 
explain the unexplainable so plausibly. How did the flying 
squirrel get his flying apparatus? Instead of going into 
lengthy explanations, the Senecas relate that there was a time 
long ago when nimals and birds were very large, and trees 
more lofty and :‘ivers broader than nowadays. On one occasion 
a squirrel, who ad been hoarding nuts against the winter, 
found his store being steadily rebbed. For long he could not 
discover the eulprit, but finally found that a woodchuck and 
a giant bullfrog with teeth had been stealing his nuts. The 
eulprits were haled before the great chief of all the squirrels 
and brought to judgment. By way of sentence the wood- 
chuck was ordered to have his tail removed in order to humble 
his pride, and the bullfrog to have his teeth taken out so that 
he would no longer be tempted to steal another’s store. But 
the squirrel was also blamed for carelessness in building his 
nest so low that other animals might reach it. He was there- 
fore ordered to nest in the high trees, and by way of com- 
pensation was given a blanket to stretch between his legs 
so that he might sail through the air like a leaf. A wolf 
snapped off the woodchucks tail and a heron picked out the 
bullfrog’s teeth, and henceforth all woodchucks were tailless 
and bullfrogs toothless, and the former feared the wolf 
mightily and the latter hid at the sight of the heron. The 
squirrel’s descendants, however, had blankets, and that is 
why they sail around from limb to limb so readily.

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New Stone Age Relics Discovered ~< 


ING ‘Tut-Ankh-Amen, who has reigned supreme in arch- 
K aelogy and journalism for the past two years, will have 
to soon share the honors with earlier and less spec- 
taecular monarchs and even with unnamed commoners 
of the Age of Chipped Flints, according to present indica- 
tions. Sir Flinders Petrie of London, the world’s foremost 
Egyptologist, tells of a number of interesting, even startling 
developments of recent date in the Nile country. 


In the first place, back of all the dynasties of pyramid- 
building and tomb-carving Pharaohs, Egypt, like Europe, had 
a Stone Age. Flint weapons and household pottery and orna- 
ments have been turning up for some time in the deeper ex; 
cavations; but the latest finds have been of a pattern that 
dates them as older than the oldest yet found in Egypt. And 
what is of especial interest, they are of exactly the same 
pattern as the flints and earthen wares found at Susa, the 
earliest pre-Babylonian kingdom in western Asia, and at Solu- 
tre, in France; and were therefore probably made by the same 
race of men. This goes hard with the older theories, which 
have always assumed that Egypt was always isolated from the 
rest of the world, and developed its peculiar eulture wholly 
independently. 


Another blow to this idea has been discoveries of records 
of a Syrian conquest, and of two dynasties of Syrian kings 
ruling Egypt, immediately after the building of the great 
pyramids. One inscription shows a Syrian king (who bore 
the pleasant name of Khandy- recéiving homage from both 
Asiatic and Egyptian subjects. Later records show a race of 
dark-skinned kings, presumably from the south, and a dis- 
appearance of any reference’ to Asiatic matters. It appears, 
therefore, that even the earliest days in Egypt had little of 
the tranquility that used to be ascribed to them, but that the 
rich lands of the Nile valley were as tempting tu invaders 
as they were later.

What makes earthquakes and 
why do slight earth shocks visit 
the San Bernardino Valley at in- 
tervals? 

Much speculation has come 
from attempts to answer these 
questions. More may result from 
an investigation started by six- 
teen government experts and 
again some new knowledge may 
be contributed to the present 
store. 

H. J. Huff and sixteen assist- 
ants from the United States 
Geodetic Bureau encamped at the 
motor harbor in Meadowbrook 
Park, San Bernardino., They ar- 
rived unheralded and their pres- 
ence might not yet be known 
were it not that they are staying 
as the guests of the chamber of 
commerce. 

The party has been sent by 
the federal government to study 
probable causes for the slight 
temblors that visit the San Ber- 
nardino Valley at infrequent in- 
tervals. E 

From their headquarters in Sa 
Bernardino the government men 
will make trips afield, going as 
far east as Barstow and as far 
south as Banning. To the west 
their searches will stop at On- 
tario. 

They will study earth and rock 
formations. along the famous San 
Andreas~ Fault or rift. 

More particularly they will 
study the many smaller rifts in 
the earth’s crust, which radiate 
more or less at right angles to 
the main fault. 

It is the smaller rifts that have 
been neglected in previous studies 
and they are now believed to be 
the cause of the majority -of 
earth shocks. 

The temblor of last August, 
which caused damage in Red- 
lands, at Patton, and on public 
buildings in San Bernardino was 
caused by one of the smaller rifts 
in the vicinity of Mentone, it is 
believed. . 

A minor adjustment along this 
branch of the fault caused all the 
excitement and trouble and re- 
sulted in quite an amount of un- 
favorable publicity for the San 
Bernardino Valley. 

Now the government wants to 
add to its store of knowledge 
about earthquakes. That more 
knowledge will result in a way 
to prevent earth shocks is not 
ventured, but many geologists be 
lieve it may be possible to fore- 
tell such disturbances. 

William’ M. Bristol of East} 
Highlands and the late Orliss 
Kennedy of this city, both had 
theories on this subject, for 
which they offered some proof, 

So far the government geolo-| 
gists are content to say nothing. 
They may have more to volunteer | 
before leaving, however. After 
studying earth formations around 
San Bernardino the government 
men will move on, possibly to the 
San Jacinto region, and make fur- 
ther observations along the 
course of the San Andreas Fault.

Helpful Don ts for Home Builders

Don’t think because your neighbor’s 
house was built before the war at a cost 
of $5,000 that you can duplicate it today 
at that price. Labor and materials have 
gone up since then. 

Don’t forget that holes and gaps left.in 
your building contract will be filled. in. 
with extra expense to you, unless you. 
provide yourself with a fool-proof build- 
ing contract before you begin even the 
smallest operation. 

Don’t expect your architect to do his 
work for nothing. His work on your 
house costs him money. He probably 
knows more about building houses than 
you do. Trust him and don’t misiead him 
as to what vou really can afford to spend. 


Don’t think that the dream house you 
have in mind, or the plan you have par- 
tially decided upon is one that will best 
fit any property. Study your lot, your 
neighborhood, your street frontage, and 
the types of homes surrounding it. 


Don’t expect that your house won't 
settle, the ceilings won’t crack or doors 
sag, when your house is not properly 
braced, framed and nailed. 


Don’t forget that four nails are more 
than twice as good as two, and are bet--.

Local units of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange are in 
receipt of a report by E. G. 
Dezell, general manager, com 
mending to their attention re- 
sults attained in severe tests of 
@ new process which promises to 
control decay caused by blue-mald 
fungus and to prevent shrinkage 
and withering of citrus fruits in 
shipment, after they have left the 
packing house. Benefits that may. 
be obtained by the trade are es- 
timated as high as $4,400,000 an- 
nually, in normal years. 

“The association,” said its pres- 
ident, C. C. Teague, “has not felt 
warranted to assume the respons- 
fhility of accepting outright for 
all its members a patented pro- 
cess on which they would be com- 
pelled to pay royalties. It is not 


tate what member units shall do, 
but rather to offer them advice, 
assistance and service. In line 
with this policy, we have sent 
them a report on exhaustive tests 
made under the general super- 
vision of Mr. Dezell, and the na- 
ture of the report, I am free to 
say, is highly favorable. 

“In a general way, it may be 
said that the result of the pro- 
cess is to coat the fruit with a 
thin, glossy, transparent prepara- 
tion which, when properly applied, 
unquestionably prolongs greatly 
the life of fruit in transit, appears 
to prevent the biue-mould fungus 
and, where infection has occurred, 
to control it. The development 
of decay from the interior of un- 
sound fruit is another matter. 
“What growers must decide for 
themselves is the cost of the 
benefits to be obtained. Much of 
our early fruit is virtually free 
from decay and is shipped with- 
out being processed or precool- 
ed, in cars that are ventilated 
but not refrigerated.” 

The process has been perfected 
by Ernest M. Brogden, a mechan- 
ical and structural engineer, orig- 
inally of Florida but now living 
here, and is owned by the Brog- 
dex Company, Walter J. Wallace, 
president. 

Processed fruit passes through 
two treatments. While being 
washed and cieaned it is laved in 
a solution intended to control 
blue-mould decay which has orig- 
inated in injuries received either 
on the tree in picking or in be 
ing hauled to the packinghouse. 
Subsequently it is enveloped with 
a very thin coating of paraffin 
which the inventor says retards 
the evaporation of the natural 
juices and replaces to some ex- 
tent the natural 
skin partially removed in cleans- 
ing.

Ordinance repealing the ban on 
shipments of livestock into San 
Bernardino County was adopted 
by the Board of Supervisors yes- 
terday. 

Under the new measure live- 
stock may be shipped from dis- 
tricts that have not been infested 
with the hoof and mouth disease 
provided permit so to do has 
been secured. The owner of the 
livestock must secure a certificate 
from the federal, state or county 
inspector in the district from 
which the cattle are to be ship- 
ped and present this certificate 
to the county livestock inspector 
here five days before the arrival 
‘of the animals. Personal inspec- 
tion of the livestock must be 
made by the county inspector. 

This ordinance will become ef- 
| fective in 30 days.

Many dairymen in San Bernar- 
dino County have been waiting 
for the ban to be removed so that 
cattie can be brought into this
